Toward its close he seemed to sense 
the predicament of his mother, and 
during the closing argument of Attor- 
ney McNeil cried at the top of his voice 
#0 that the nurse was compelled to 
take him away. 

The courtroom was packed all day, 
and during the arguments it was im- 
possible to gain admission to the court- 
room, the throng of onlookers being 
packed about the walls until it was im- 
possible to move. No murder case in 
recent years has attracted so much at- 
tention in this county. Fully one-third 
of the crowd was composed of women 
who nave made the acquaintance of 
Mrs. Adams since she has been confined 
in jail and who sympathized with her 
deeply. 

The testimony in the case was con- 
cluded within three hours, the state in- 
troducing only six witnesses and the 
defense only one, the latter being Mrs. 
Adams herself. Most of the morning

SEVEN AUSTRIAN SHIPS 


BOUGHT BY GOVERNMENT 


Tonnage Totals 52,651—Price 
About Half Prevailing 
Price for Vessels. 


Washington, May 9%.—The federal 
shipping board tonight announced that 
it had purchased from American own- 
ers seven Austrian merchantmen held 
in American ports, totaling 52,651 tons, 
for $6,778,006. The price is about half 
the prevailing price for ships. The 
vessels will be repaired within a few 
months and placed in the war emer- 
gency trade by the board. 

The ships are: Dora, 7,037 gross 
tons; Ida, 4,730 tons, both at New York; 
Erny, 6,515 tons, Boston; Anna, 1,575 
tons; Clara, 3,932 tons; Teresa, 3,769 
tons, at New Orleans, and the Lucia, 
6,744 tons, at Pensacola. They were 
bought from A. T. Herd and George A. 
Carden, New York ship owners, who 
agreed to sacrifice their profits and 
sell at virtually the same price they 
gave for the vessels. 

“This economic experiment is in 
sharp contrast to the experience met 
by the eovernment in ship purchasing 
at the outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war,” said Chairman Denman, of 
the board, explaining that an Ameri- 
can corporation to whom the owners 
were under contract to sell also had 
agreed to waive its interest. 

The vessels could not have been op- 
erated by the private American owners 
until after the war without becoming 
liable to seizure by allied warships. 
The low price paid by the. government 
was $107,000 more than was paid orig-

of every home and make up a list of 
taxes, probably the most formidable 
ever faced by the American people. 

The household, light, heat and tele- 
phone bills, admission tickets to amuse- 
ments, fire and life insurance, railway 
tickets, automobiles, automobile tires 
and tubes, soft drinks, postage rates, 
golf clubs and baseball bats, club dues 
and a host of other every-day necessi- 
ties or luxuries come under the taxa- 
tion. 

Increased postage rates on newspa- 
pers, arranged in a zone system, are 
such that publishers say they will force 
many newspapers out of business. 

Already protests against many fea- 
tures of the law are pouring in and 
attacks upon it will center in the sen- 
ate finance committee which will con- 
duct public hearings on it and proba- 
bly make some amendments. 

When Democratic Leader Kitchin 
presented the bill to the house today 
he announced that general debate would 
begin tomorrow and that he had hoped 
to pass it by Saturday. There is some 

jection, however, to hurrying the 
bill, and it probably will be passed 
the early part of next week. 

Reasons for the Measure. 

In presenting the bill the ways and 
means committee made a report say- 
ing, in part: 

“After carefully considering the ex- 
perience of the European countries at 
war, the committee believes it is sound 
economic policy for the present gen- 
eration to bear a fair and equitable 
portion of the burden of financing the 
war and recommended that the remain- 
ing contemplated expenses of the gov- 
ernment for the remainder of this and 
the whole of the next fiscal year be 
raised by taxation. The effect of this 
recommendation is that about one-half 
of this contemplated expenditure will 
be met by taxation and the other half 
from the proceeds from the bonds. 

“It is estimated that the receipts of 
the federal government, including 
postal receipts, for the next fiscal’ year 
under existing law, will amount to $1,- 
500,000,000. The proposed bill is esti- 
mated to yield during a twelve-month 
period $1,860,000,000 additional. Thig 
will make the total receipts of the gov- 
ernment for the next fiscal year $3,300,- 
000,000, or about $33 per capita as com- 
pared.to Great Britain with a popula- 
tion less than half of the United States, 
whose receipts, including postal receipts 
for the year ending March $1, 1917, 
amounted to $2,790,000,000, or about 
$60 per capita. 

“The committee believes that the 
American people were. never in a more 
favorable condition to pay a reason- 
able amount of taxes for war purposes 
in addition to those for normal pur- 
poses than at the present time. The 
committee has endeavored to distribute 
equitably this additional burden of 
taxation and so to levy the proposed 
taxes as to necessitate as little read- 
justment or disturbance to business as 
possible.” 

The committee estimated the ‘war ex- 
penditure for the remainder of this and 
the whole of the next fiscal year at 
about $3,800.000.000, exclusive of the 
bond issue to finance the foreign loan. 

“We have already authorized a bond 
issue Of $2,000,000,000," it added, “to 
provide au portion of the necessary 
funds to finance war. Therefore the 


amount necessary to raise by taxation, 
or a further bond issue, at this time is 
$1,800,000,000.”

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FORKILLING LOVER 
OF MRS. VAWTER 


Case for Little Over Two 
Hours — Only One Ballot 
Was Taken. | 


VAWTER CLASPS MOTHER 
WHEN VERDICT IS READ 


And Mrs. Vawter Breaks 
Down When the News Is 
Telephoned Her— Vawter 
Says He Hopes to Build a 
Happy Home Somewhere. 


Christiansburg, Va., May 9.—Charles 
E. Vawter, former professor of physics 
at Virginia Polytechnic institute, was 
declared not guilty tonight of the mur- 
der of Stockton Heth, Jr.. whom he 
shot to death in the Vawter home 
early on the morning of March 13. The 
jury was out two and a half hours, 
and, according to one of its members, 
only one ballot was taken. 

As Deputy Clerk Walters read the 
verdict Vawter sprang from his chair 
and clasped his aged mother in his 
arms. R. L. Jordan, the only member 
of Vawter’s counsel in the courtroom, 
sank into his chair and sobbed. 

Mrs. Vawter broke down when a 
newspaper man telephonéd her the 


news. 

Statement by Professer Vawter. 
Professor Vawter issued the follow- 

ing statement: 

“I thank’ the jury for their ver- 
dict, of which I have felt sure from 
the first. I greatly regret the 
whole sad affair and sorrow caused. 
The injustice done Mrs. Vawter by 
the prosecution and press is the 
greatest blot upon the whole sad 
affair. While I am blameless as 
to Stockton’s death, I realize that I 
have been guilty of weakness when 
i should have been strong. The fu- 
ture stares me darkly in the face, 
but with God’s help I will endeavor 
‘to build somewhere a happy home 
for my children and wife. My im- 
mediate plans are to rest,” 

The verdict brought to a close one 
of the most sordid and sensational 
cases in the ‘annals of the Virginia 
criminal history. : 

Early on the morning of March 13 
Heth, a frequent guest of the Vawters, 
was found fatally shot in an upper 
hallway of the Vawter home and died 
soon afterwards in a Roanoke hospital. 
The only light thrown on the tragedy 
between that time’and the. beginning: 
of the trial a week/ago*was an ante- 
mortem statement by Heth that Vawter 
was not justified and a statement by 
Vawter’s counsel that the defense 
would be a “betrayal of friendship.” 

Plied Vawter and Wife with Liquor. 

Vawter’s defense was that Heth had 
plied both himself and his wife with 
liquor; had choked Vawter when he re- 
monstrated with Mrs. Vawter and Heth 
for intimacies, and that on the night of 
the shooting Heth had fought with him 
in the darkened hallway. Mrs. Vawter, 
testifying for her husband, admitted 
intimacies with Heth, but declared that 
it was always while under the in- 
fluence of intoxicants. She declared 
that Heth attacked her on the night of 
the shooting. 

The most sensational evidence intro- 
duced during the trial was in the form 
of two letters written by Vawter to 
Heth. In one of them Vawter, after 
asking Heth to pay a whisky debt, told 
him he could “now love Mrs Vawter 
with less fear.” The other asked Heth 
to stay away from the Vawter home, 
The defense introduced physicians in 
an effort to prove the letter condoning 
Heth’s relations with Mrs. Vawter was 
written by an insane man, but the plea 
of insanity at the time of the shoo.ing 
never was entered. 

The prosecution made its case almost 
wholly upon the plea that Heth was a 
welcome guest at the Vawter home 
and that Vawter always was aware of 
conditions in the house. 

The trial attracted hundreds of per- 
sons, and towards its close the unusual 
weight on the little courthouse ’_ so 
weakened the structure that court was 
adjourned to a moving picture theater. 

Introduction of evidence in the case 
was concluded Monday, the past two 
days having been given over to ad- 
dresses by counsel. Attorney B. L. 
Colhoun closed for the defense with a 
denunciation of Heth, and J. L. Lee, 
retained by the Heth family, closed for 
the state with an arraignment of Mrs. 
Vawter. Judge Moffett’s instructions, 
given Monday, allowed the jurv a wide 
latitude in reaching its verdict. 


Plea for Vawter’s Acquittal. 


Attorney Colhoun, who spoke this 
morning for the defense, received a 
letter from a Richmond woman ad- 
vancing an argument for Vawtér that 


suggested plea for Vawter's acquittal 
in view of his wonderful technical

With dramatic intensity Colhoun re- 
counted details of the struggle which 
resulted in Heth’s death and exclaim- 


guided the hand of the deluded woman 
and that her finger found the trigger 
of that pistol, permitting her to have 
@ part in firing the shot that killed 
her traducer and avenged her ruin.” 
Colhoun’ referred to the alleged 
statement of Heth that all women 
were approachable as “the damnable 
lie of his; an insult to womanhood.” 
Had physical force been used, said 
the attorney, “his crime would have 
been os white beside the one commit- 
ted.” olhoun closed by referring to

Inspired Article Is Pub- 
lished in Newspaper of 
Bavarian Premier Denying 
Necessity of Germany’s 
Demanding Cash Indem- 
nity. 


Copenhagen, May 9.—(Via London.)— 
A special dispatch received here from 
Berlin says Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
the imperial German chancellor, will 
answer a peace interpellation in the 
reichstag Monday. 

The dispatch adds that the reichstag 
will adjourn in the middle of May, but 
not to autumn, as is customary. Par- 
liamentary objections to leaving the 
government uncontrolled from the May 
adjournment until autumn have result- 
ed in plans for a short summer session 


in July. 


Amsterdam, May 9.—The Tijd’s cor- 
espondent in Germany reports that par- 
liamentary circles there expect the 
chancellor’s reply to _ interpellations 
with regard to Germany's peace aims 
will be rendered unnecessary by a more 
official statement on the subject.

GERMANY MAY FOREGO 
DEMAND FOR IMDEMNITY. 

Copenhagen, May 9.—(Via London.) 
The Bavarian Staats Zeitung, the semi- 


personal organ of Premier Count Hert- 
ling, publishes an inspired article de- 
nvying the necessity of Germany’s de- 
manding a cash indemnity as one of 
her peace conditions. 

Count Hertling has just returned 
from Vienna, where he had conferences 
with Emperor Charles and Foreign 
Minister Czernin. The German manu- 
scripts claim that these conferences 
were intended to find a common ground 
between Count Czernin’s suggestions 
of peace without annexation and Chan- 
cellor Bethmann-Hollweg”’s peace pro- 
gram. 

The article in The Staats Zeitung is 
regarded, in view of the circumstances, 
as important as reflecting the ideas 
of the Bavarian prime minister. It 
suggests that an agreement to supply 
needed raw materials at a low price 
or perhaps free might be a substitute 
for a cash indemnity. The writer goes 
on to declare that an agreement to per- 
mit German trade on its former terms 
in the old markets, the return of Ger- 
man ships and the surrender of Ger- 
man colonies would be the equivalent 
of billions of indemnity. 

The article declares that the war has 
cost Germany sixty billion marks, a 
sum so small in comparison with the 
total estimated wealth of 875,000,000,000 
and an annual increase of ten billions 
that the empire can well afford to drop 
the demand for indemnification. 

King Ludwig's declaration at Strass- 
burg that Germany is still willing to 
conclude an honorable peace if given 
security against the repetition of an 
attack by half the world is also in- 
coreating: in this connection. It shows 
the spirit in which Count Hertling, who 
is chairman of the bundesrath commit- 
tee on foreign affairs, will enter the de- 
liberations of that committee when it 
meets.

London, May 9.—Twenty-four British 
merchant vessels of more than 1,600 
tons each were sunk during the last 
week, it was announced . officially. 
Twenty-two vessels of less than 1,600 
tons and 16 fishing vessels also were 


sunk.

2,374; sailings, 2,499. 

“British merchantmen over 1,600 tons 
sunk, including five not reported pre- 
viously, 24; under 1,600 tons, 22. 

“British merchantmen unsuccessfully 
attacked, including six previously not 
reported, 34. 

“British fishers sunk, including one 
not previously reported and 13 sail- 
ers, 16.” 


A falling off in the loss of British 
shipping is shown in this report. Last 
week’s statement gave the number of 
lost ships of more than 1,600 tons as 
38, under 1,600 tons as 13, and fish- 
ing vessels as 8. 


U-BOATS WINNING WAR, 
SAYS GERMAN ADMIRAL. 


London, May 9.—Reuter’s Amsterdam 
correspondent, quoting Berlin advices, 
says: ;

‘Pfleger, naval reporter of the budget 
committee, declared that the submarine 
booty for April would not be less than 
1,100,000 tons, and added that the reichs- 
tag looked forward to the activity by 
the German navy with a confident hope 
of a speedy and victorious peace. Vice 
Admiral von Capelle, minister of the 
navy, who followed Dr. Pfleger, said:

We have the necessary boats, a trained 
personnel, fuel and all accessories. 

“*Thousands upon thousands of 
hands are actively engaged in produc- 
ing new U-boats and new material for 
torpedoes and mines. Not only is the 
number of U-boats continually increas- 
ing, but the boats are always improv- 
ing in quulity; they are always better 
types and of greater efficiency. Offi- 
cers and men are crowding forward 
for submarine service. 

“Of course, losses also occur. Our 
enemies’ defenses are increasing in 
quantity and quality, but there is no 
radical remedy against U-boats, 

““In England it was said, ‘We must 
smoke out the bases; that:is the sole 
means of mastering the U-boats.”: Let 
them but come and try; they will bite 
granite. ‘Our U-boats are rapidly 
adapting themselves to the peculiari- 
ties of submarine war; they are gain- 
ing an ever-greater experience and are 
receiving ever-better armament and 
equipment. 

“*A decisive factor is the continual- 
ly increasing monthly successes, which 
are as we ourselves hardly expected. 
The reports in the enemy press about 
the number of U-boats lost are false. 
Our losses are small beyond expecta- 
tion. In addition, weather conditions 
are improving. Summer nights are 
shorter and the stormy season of the 
year is ending. Every new submarine 
crew that sdils is buoyed up with the 
consciousness that all is at stake.

“No such rate as this for any class 
matter exists even in war time, for 
the longest world routes in the way of 
transportation. The newspapers are 
prepared to pay war taxes just as every 
manufacturing concern pays theirs, but 
to have this double load laid upon them 
without warrant and excuse simply 
means that many will be compelled to 
withdraw their publications from the 
mails and rely upon district distribu- 
tion, express and freight routes, to 
take care of their business, to the loss 
of the government and annoyance of 
the subscriber. 
| ‘No better plan for reducing mail 
revenue could possibly have been de- 
vised. It has been the persistent policy 
of the postoffice department in recent 
years to assail second-class matter, 
gc parallel all the while with sal- 
ary raising, rural route extending and 
other forms of unremunerative expen- 
ses.

GOVERNOR’S AID WANTED. 


With a view to arousing the people 
of Georgia to the needs of the mili- 
tary and naval service in the pres- 
ent crisis, local recruiting officers 
in all branches, including army, 
Mavy, marine corps and national 
guard have determined that they 
would go to the governor in a body 
and ask him to issue a proclamation 
on the subject. An appeal would 
have been made to the governor yes~- {| 
terday but for the fact that illness 
kept him from going to his office 
in the capitol. As soon as he re- |) 
covers sufficiently to take the mat- 
ter up he will be asked to issue a 
proclamation. 


While there was a falling off in re- 
cruiting yesterday in the various 
branches of the service as compared 
with jhe two preceding days, officers 
felt that the decrease was only tem- 
porary, and that the appficants for 
service would jump back to a high mark 
as soon as the officers’ training camp 


gress on the draft bill was broken. 

Enlistments in the army were about 
thirty, in the navy fourteen, and in the 
marine corps seven from the Atlanta 
district. A record number, aggregat- 
ing 202, passed through the marine re- 
cruiting station Wednesday on their 
way to the training camp at Port Royal, 
Ss. C., but a large majority of them 
came from other stations. 

Lieutenant Colvocoresses, in charge 
of marine recruiting, said that there 
had been a big boost in the Nashville 
and Memphis stations lately, but a 
marked falling off in Atlanta and Chat- 
tanooga.

Captain G. V. Heidt, of the army, re- 
ported that he had recently had a large 
number of applications for and inqui- 
ries about service in the quarfermas- 
ter’'s corps.

“Recruiting officers soon learn,” he 
said, “that the world with which they 
have to deal is made up of two classes 
of people, those who are willing to 
fight for themselves . those who 
want somebody else to do their fighting 
for them. Georgians have always had 
a reputation of being good fighters, and 
I don't believe that Georgia boys gen- 
erally will seek to shirk posts of dan- 
ger when the country is at war. They 
are willing to do their own fightinx. 

“The place for the patriotic Georgixu 


| boys is in the line where he can carry 


a rifle on his shoulder and do: hig ‘bit’ 
as a brave man should, and that is 
where I want to see the Georgia boys 
coming. That is also the place for pro- 
motion, the place where courage and 
soldierly bearing are sure to be re- 
warded.” 
Engineers Are Applying. 

Major John S. Sewell, in charge of 
recruiting the railroad regiment for the 
southeastern territory to keep open 
communications behind the French 
lines, with offices in the Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia building, said Wed- 
nesday that he haw received quite a 
number of applications and a large 
number of inquiries in regard to this 
service. 

He said that the railroad regiments 
now being organized would in all prob- 
ability be the first American army 
units to see active service in France 
and that their organization would prob- 
ably furnish the model on which later 
similar units for the regular army 
would be formed. In America's pre- 
vious wars, he said, this work had 
been done by civilians, but in modern 
warfare it was vital that railway com- 
munications be kept up right to the 
front trenches, places of danger into 
which. the government could not send 
civilians. 

Since coming here Major Sewell has 
conferred with high officials of the 
Southern and other railroads who have 
advised him as to the numbers of men 
of each class that will be needed in 
the regiment raised. In addition to the 
commissioned heads of the regiment, 
there will be room for a much larger 
number of non-commissigned officers 
than in ordinary fighting units. 


Non-Commissioned Officers. 

It is probable that the non-commis- 
sioned officers will be made up of rail- 
way conductors and locomotive engi- 
neers and firemen, trainmen, bridge 
and concrete gang foremen, train dis- 
patchers and telegraph operators, skill- 
ed machinists, boiler makers and black- 
smiths. As privates a targe number 
of warehousemen, trackmen, bridge 
carpenters and concrete men will be 
needed. 

For these latter positions no specia!] 
railroad experience is necessary to 
qualify. They afford a splendid op- 
portunity for able-bodied and adven- 
turous spirits, who are anxious to serve 
their country and to -be first .on the 
field of action. 

All of the men enlisted in this serv- 
ice will be discharged immediately 
on the conclusion of the war. *

And Their Advantages

in the assembly hall of the Chamber 
of Commerce building. 

Mr. Turpin spoke of the mechanism 
and great advantage of the new elec- 
tric engines that are rapidly being | 
adopted on northern roads, and illus-_ 
trated with motion pictures the work | 
that these engines are doing in both 
passenger and freight service. The 
pictures were taken in different sec- 
tions of the country and show very 
conclusiveiy that electric engines are 
more efficient in every line of trans- 
portation than the old steam ones 
which they are replacing. 

The construction of these giant en- 
fines was explained minutely by Mr. 
Turpin and he said that from infor- 
mation received from officials of roads 
on which these engines were operat- 
ing the expense of upkeep and opera- 
tion was considerably less than that 
of steam locomotives. He predicted 
that in a few years the old steam en-. 
gine with all its inefficiency and smoke 
would be a thing of the past.

ORDERS TO REPORT 
AT GAMP ARE SENT 


By Tonight Every Man Ac- 

cepted for Officers’ Re- 
serve Force Will Have 
Received Official Notifi- 
cation. 


By tonight or tomorrow at the latest 
every man accepted for the officers’ 
training camp at Fort McPherson will 
have been notified. Letters were mail- 
ed Wednesday to the last group of 
candidates to be accepted. The first 
contingent of men will report at the 
day and the third on Sunday. Actual 
training will begin Tuesday. 

Captain Corbin has received more 
than 3,500 applications for the camp, 
and he stated on Wednesday that no 
partiality was being shown in the se-, 
lection of men, but that only those of 
the highest grade were being accepted. 
He stated that all men graded “A” 
would be accepted. There were a num- 
ber of “A” men who did not receive 
their notifications on Wednesday, but 
these will receive their notifications 
alone with others today. 

Although letters have now been sent 
notifying all men who have been ac- 
cepted, Captain Corbin is not yet able 
to give out the list for publication, be- 
cause he has not received authoriza- 
tion from Washington. 

As soon as possible Captain Corbin 
will mail letters to those who have 
been rejected. Only 2,050 have been 
accepted, as 150 men will be sent to the 
camp by chief engineers and 300 will 
come from the national guard organi- 
zations from Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama. 

Training camps for officers, it is 
estimated, will cost the government at 
least $15,778,000. Salaries alone for the 
2,500 applicants, reserve officers, and 
instructors at Fort McPherson will ag- 
gregate $885,000, it being estimated 
that those in training will receive $100 
each per month. There will be at each 
camp about 300 reserve officers and 
75 instructors, all} drawing regular 
army pay of from $142 to $275 per 
month.

Mrs. Adams then told of coming to 
Macon and the shooting at Camp Harris.

Savannah, Ga., May ?.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia Sunday School association 
will ask ~the various counties in the 
state to assume allotments according to 
their ability to the total amount of 
$13,000 for the prosecution of the work 
for the coming twelve months.

A distinctive feature of the day was 
the reports made by the paid workers 
employed by the Georgia Sunday School 
association. D. W. Simms, general sec- 
retary, reported that he had labored in 
88 counties, holding 161 meetings, mak- 
Ing 487 addresses and traveling 19,338 
miles. Miss Carrie Waddell, office sec- 
retary, stated that she had sent out 
from the central office in Atlanta 94,- 
986 pieces of mail and had distributed 
1,572,275 pages of Sunday school litera- 
ture. Miss Daisy Magee, elementary 
superintendent, reported that she 
attended 172 conventions during the 
year, making 395 addresses and travel- 
ing 17,462 miles. Miss Flora Davis, as- 
sistant secretary, reported that she had 
labored in forty counties, attending 
thirty-four conventions, conducted thir- 
teen conferences and made 183 ad- 
dresses. 

The report made by K. D. Reddick, 
field worker among the negroes for the 
convention, attracted the most intense 
interest. In his report of the work 
done since the Atlanta convention a 
year ago, when he was employed, he 
Stated that he had traveled 8,863 miles, 
delivered 241 addresses, held 142 meet- 
ings, visited 70 counties and had held 
meetings in 63 of them. 

An enthusiastic feature of the day 
was the men’s Bible class parade, held 
late in the afternoon. All the men’s 
classes in Savannah, with those of the 
surrounding towns, took part in the 
parade, which was several blocks in 
length and in which approximately 
1,200 men and boys took part. At the 
conclusion of the march through the 
principal downtown streets, the men 
and boys entered the convention hall 
for the evening session. 

The convention was disappointed in 
the failure of Professor W. P. Erwin, 
of Chicago, to be present as pianist;

CARISTROM AND PUPIL. | 
FALL TO THEIR DOOM 


Noted Flier and Student Avia- 
tor Are Killed at New- | 
port News. 


Newport News, Va., May 9.—Victor 
Carlstrom, aviator instructor at the 
Atlantic Coast Aeronautical station 
here, and one of the foremost fliers in 
America, and Cary B. Epes, of New- 
port News, a student flier,, were in- 
stantly killed this afternoon at 12:30 
o'clock, when the airplane in which 
they were flying collapsed at an alti- 
tude of about 3,500 feet and fell like 
a plummet to the earth. 

The machine was smashed to splin- 
ters and the bodies of the victims 
were mutilated beyond recognition. 
The fall was witnesesd by hundreds 
of persons in various sections of the 
city and caused a near-panic among 
the children at one of the public 
schools, who were watching the fliers 
during their noon recess. 

Carlstrom was giving Epes his first 
flight. They left the ground and rap- 
idly rose to about 3,500 feet. They were 
flying along smoothly when those per- 
sons watching the machine saw it sud- 
denly crumpie and plunge downward. 

As the crippiedad machine fell observ- 
ers saw a portion of the plane sailing 
after it. This proved. to be the right 
wing, which evidently gave away and 
caused the remainder of the plane to 
collapse. 

Carlstrom reached the zenith of his 
fame when he flew from Chicago to 
New York for The New York ‘Times 
several months ago. Previous to that 
time he had flown from Newport News 
to New York without a stop, setting a 
record for altitude with pilot and one 
passenger, having ascended to a height 
of 16,500 feet here a year ago. 

Earlier in his flying days Carlstrom 
flew from Toronto to Buffalo. He had 
won numerous other laurels in the 
aviation world and had been awarded 
a medal by the Aero Club of America. 

A few weeks ago Carlstrom had re- 
ceived an appointment as first lieuten- 
ant in the aviation reserve corps of 
the United States army. He was con- 
sidered one of the best instructors in 
the country and had a large class of 
army students at the local school. 

Epes resigned his position as teller 
in a local bank last Saturday and had 
arranged to take the aviation course 
as a civilian until his application had 
been acted upon by the army authori- 
ties. He recently defrayed his own 
expenses to Washington to undergo 
the examination and anticipated an ap- 
pointment at an early date.

Reserve Banks Take 
$2,605,000 Worth 
Of U. S. Certificates 


Governor Joseph A. McCord, of the 
Atlanta Federal Reserve bank, has for- 
warded to the United States treasury 
department at Washington $2,605,000 
worth of subscriptions to the recently 
authorized short-time treasury certifi- 
cates, this amount being subscribed 
by the member banks of the Atlanta 
federal reserve district. 

Governor McCord. stated that the 
subscriptions to the “Liberty Loan” are 
coming in as well as could be expected 
before an official call with full infor- 
mation for subscriptions is sent out.

training in a general hospital which 
includes the care of men and has a 
daily average of at least fifty patients 
during the applicant's training. In ad- 
dition, in states where registration is 
provided for by law, an applicant must 
be registered. The applicant must be 
at least 20 and not over 40 years of 
age. 

If you possess these perquisites and 
desire to take up the matter further, 
kindly correspond with Clara D. Noyes, 
care Red Cross Nursing Service, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

If you do not possess the training 
referred to above, and desire to become 
a nurses’ aid, it will be necessary for 
you to take a course of fifteen lessons 
in elementary hygiene and home care 
of the sick. Your application for en- 
trance upon one of these courses 
should be referred to your local Red 
Cross chapter headquarters, No. 16
